It was the first 
snow of the season, following two 
days. and nights of intense dry cold, 
which hardened the swamp of ‘‘ No 
Man's Land,’ after nearly three 
months of constant rainfall, thus giv:

When it was apparent that the tug’ 
was fatally rammed the:crew jumped 
overboard. Capt. Hinsch swam to a 
life preserver thrown out by tho’ 
Deutschland’s crew.

(Petrograd, Nov. 18. — In the Duma 
yesterday the minister of war gave 
statistics regarding the output of. 
munitions in Russia. He showed that 
the internal output of three-inch 
guns was eight times the number of 
these guns produced in January, 
1915. Four times the numuver of rifles 
were being manufactured, tiie produc- 


tion of four-inch shells was_nine 
times greater and nineteen 
times the number of — three-inch 


shells were being turned out. The 
supply of some other munitions was 
40 times greater, while asphyxiating 
gases were 68 times greater in vol- 
ume than the amounts produced in 
January of 1915. 

The minister admitted there still 
were some defects in the production 
of artillery and munitions, but said 
the position was supportable. 

Referring to the future he continu- 
ed: “The enemy is caught and will 
not escape. Every day brings him 
nearer defeat. We must conquer = at 
all costs. That is the order of the | 
august commander of our gallant 
army.‘The welfare of our country de- 
pends upon it. I again express the | 
absolute conviction that we shall 
gain victory. No power on earth is 
able to conquer Russia.” 

The minister of marine expressed 
similar beliefs. After the addresses | 
had been concluded the members of 
the Duma left their seats and sur- 
rounded the ministers cheering fran- 
tically. |

Letters From The Front 


The Mcllwraith boys write:— 

The instructor told us that all the 
finer parts of the course of machine 
gunning would have to bo learned by 
ourselves after drill hours. For in- 
stance, they used to teach signalling 
after tho course but now the call for 
men is so great that they don’t both 
er with that at all. So my nights are 
occupied teaching the other boys how 
to signal, etc. 

As you will readily know from ex- 
perience, that if you miss the first 
few lessons in any lesson, you will 
have to work like a hen scratching 
on a tin roof, to catch up. Then I 
am making a notebook and all the 
pictures are guaranteed to be my 
own Several of our 8Yth officers and 
men have been wounded or killed. 1 
suppose you know that Charlie Al- 
ford has been killed. We were talking 
toa returned ‘‘B’’ Co. fellow by 
name of Burton and he said that Al- 
ford and another fellow were togeth- 
er one night, when the bunch were 
out picking up the wounded, when a 
shell burst right on the place where 
these two were. This fellow Burton 
was hit by shrapnel below the knee 
and he may have to lose the leg. Do 
you remember a fellow burler of 
‘mine by the name of Craick? you’ve 
|heard me speak of him; well, he has 
‘been seriously wounded above the 
knee. I was down to see him the oth- 
er night and he saysthat its jake 

-}over there. Paul is having tough 
‘luck. He generally is sick when the 
ooys move and he misses the fun, 

Had our tests on machine gun fir- 
‘ing last Thursday and befilieve me, 
it's jake work. When you sit behind 
the gun, holding the trigger and all 
the empty cases being thrown out in 
a continuous stream, you wonder 
how the Germans stand before it. Its 
‘got firing with a Ross rifle beat a 
mile, Just a flick of the trigger and 
five shots are out. We are going to 
.the ranges at Hythe on Tuesday or 
!Wednesday to fire our examinations, 
Then we have about three weeks 
more training and then France. You 
see we stand a good show of getting

Everybody that comes back say that 
you have nine chances out of ten of 
j coming back alive, Only. ne wut of 
ten is killed, so you see it isn’t very 
dangerous after all.

The worst of Fritz is that he 
seems to think that we are some sort 
of financiers and that we have all 
sorts of cigarettes that we keep for 
their use. 

‘They talk about our superiority in 
‘munitions but just one day in the 
line here will soon convince one that 
the British are not the only ones 
who have lots of shells, The worst 
of it is that Fritz knows all, this 
country and has the range of different 
places where troops are liable to be. 

I see a lot of talk in the papers 
about what we call ‘‘tanks.’’ Some 
‘seem to imagine that they are some- 
thing indestructible, of course, they 
are fine things but not so great as 
most peoplé would have one believe.

A letter from Pte. D. A. Campbell 
written on October 26. 

Am writing this from a front line 
trench and in a good deep down dug- 
out, so you will know by that, that 
we are better off than a few weeks 
ago, when we went through some 
pretty hot fights, which I wrote you 
avout. We advanced on two occa- 
sions, while in the trenches on the 
front we recently were at. Both 
times we were very fortunate in gain-

Dear Mother:—I had a big surprise 
the other morning when George came 
walking in to the ward. They gave 
him a pass to come down and see 
me. I was laying in bed and think- 
ing I would try and get up in the af- 
ternoon for a_ while, so we had a 
great talk till dinner time. But he 
would not stay for dinner; he went 
down to the town forit. I had just 
got up and was making the bed when 
he got back, so we had all the after- 
noon to ourselves. I got him to stay 
for tea at four. He had to catch the 
half-past five train, vut we had Icts 
of time. We went for a walk out in 
the grounds, but wfcuurse L could 
not go far. I get tired awful quack. 
He said he would be going over to 
France before long. * * * * The mud 
is bad enough to have to staid in it, 
but when you have to lay down in it, 
it takes the cake. The last time we 
Were in you should have seen my 
coat after a German srell had gone 
through it. It was no goo to heep 
me warm. I had laidit up on the

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Kegulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years ‘old, may home- 
stead a quarter section uf available 
Dominion land in Manituba, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years’ after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted, his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

DRAFTS, NOT 
BATTALIONS 


New Policy To Be’Adopted At 
Ottawa Says Report 


Ottawa, Nov. 19. — Tho Ottawa 
Evening Free Press says. ‘‘Recruiting 
methods are being changed, With 
General Hughes out there has been 
a quiet shift from new battalions to 
reinforcement drafts. There will be 
few, if any, more infantry battalions 
authorized.

BATTALIONS BROKEN UP 


“For many months, authorities on 
the other side have adopted the prac- 
tice of breaking up battalions soon 
tter their arrival in Mngland and 
sending the men to France in com- 

anies or sections as reinforcements 
or seasoned regiments of Canadian 
eterans, Commanding officers have 
been left in England, while their 
|men have been sent to France. Kew 
Officers fresh from Canada with rank 
higher than subaltern have been al- 
owed to cross the channel, Even 
with subalterns the policy has been 
recently largely to bring up conspicu- 
‘ously efficient men from the ranks. 
|The personal appeal of the popular 
man for Canadian colonel is there- 
fore largely a thing of the past. 


TO RAISE REINFORCEMENTS 


“The new policy will be to raise 
men for reinforcement of regiments 
which are at the front and which 
have gained fglory in fighting.

Mr, Russel’s Letter 


— 


Red Deer, Alta, Nov. 15, 
‘o the Editor of ‘‘The News”: 

Dear Sir:—In two recent issues of 
the Advocate are letters on the topic 
“Is Christianity a Failure as regards 
the present war?” . 

The purpose of Mr. Russell's letter, 
as he quite plainly states, is to in- 
fuse interest into the columns of 
that journal. His letter may there- 
fore be taken somewhat as a jest. 
Though a jest in rather bad taste I 
think, He quotes a lot of scripture 
to show that a true Christian will 
not resist any evil alone. 
| In his quotations he fails to men- 
tion the parable of the ‘‘Good Sam- 
aritan’’ rescuing the traveller from 
the bandits. He also tries to show 
that the Allies are fighting for their 
life and liberty alone. They are not. 
The Allies are fighting, so that small 
and weaker nations can have the 
right to exist without the danger of 
destruction, as in the caso of Bel- 
gium. Nid not Christ always teach 
that the strong should protect the 
weak 7? 

Mr. Russell says that if we had 
jbeen guilty of the acts that Germany 
has. That the churches would con- 
done our acts, the same as the Ger- 
man churches do. Germany practical- 
ly kicked Christ out of the back door 
forty years ago, and that is the rea- 
son that they are capable of doing 
such things as they have done. 

Mr. Russell also claims that the 
ideals of Christianity are absolutely 


‘unattainable. Has he never heard 
that “man is no higher than his 
ideals.”” And that the teachings otf 


\Christ are concentrated in eleven 
;words, “Do unto others as you 
,would have others do unto you.” Is 
that rule unattainable? and are not 
tie Allies doing unto Belgium, Ser- 
bia and other small nations what 
they would have done to them, were 
‘they in the place of Belgium? and 
did not Belgium keep the golden rule 
when she kept her word, during the 
latter part of July, 1914 7,1 think so 

In regard to Mr. Bunting’s letter, 
there is but one or two conclusions 
to come to. Mr. Bunting was not in 
his right mind when he wrote that 
letter, or he is not what he claims 
to be, a Christian. A Uhristian, in 
plain language, patterns his life and 
actions after the example and teach- 
ings of Christ. Now let us see what 
Mr. Bunting does, Assiming that he 
is in his right mind, and that he 
meant what he said in his letter.

He says some strange words just 
after saying the above, he says: ‘As 
it yet may be, for ought 1 knew as 
to the future of this war.’’ Can 
anyone explain what Mr. Bunting 
means by those words. Does it mean 


that he thinks Germany might win, 


and, if she did, that that would, .be 
his fate. I wonder ? ; 

Mr. Bunting also attacks another 
element beside: the British Empire 
and her Allies, nemely, the ministers 
of the Gospel, those who are the ser- 
ants and representatives of Him, 
who Mr. Bunting calls Master. , 

Judging from Mr. Bunting’s letter, 
there is very little Christianity in 
his make-up. For instance; without 
any other evidence than mere gossip 
he charges a minister, resident in 
Red Deer a year ago, with calling 
the prophets, mountebanks, fakirs, 
imposters, etc. A thing no minister 
in his right mind would think of do- 
ing.

she has baited to catch the Poles, 
enable her to maintain in the field 
units of full strength much longer 
than anyone would have thought DOs 
sible. 

“These successes are due to nation- 
al discipline and complete subordin- ; 
ation of the interests of the individ- 
ual to those of the state. The mili- 
tarization of the entire nation repre- 
sents a remarkable achievement. By 
a well organized system of substitu- 
tion Germany is already able to tako 
for her armies two batches of half a 
million men each and is in the course

works, mines, railways and other es- 
sential national industries, 

“She has been able to build up 200 
field divisions, and cannot now safe- 
ly be credited with less than 4,500, 
000 men in her field armies.

We in these islands still have 
between 3,000,000 and 4,0U0,000 of 
military age in civil life not count- 
ing men over 41. We are in far bet- 
ter position than Germany to main- 
ain'the war. Our gallant Dominions 
have still larger reserves of man pow- 
er. Russia still has ample reserves 
and will produce larger armies cach 
year the war lasts. Italy increases 
and improves the quantity and qual- 
ity of her armies monthly, and 
France has been most successful in 
drawing more men from civil employ- 
ments. She now excels in the art of 
accomplishing great things in the 
field with relatively slight losses.” 


“Tank” Proves Its 
ualities As A - 
Fighter 


With the British on the Somme via 
London, Nov. 16.—1t was in the ad- 
Vance upon St. Pierre Vivion that 
there occurred the most strenuous 
lighting which took place south of 
‘the river. Here a tank entered into 
the battle ahead of the infantry at- 
tack, If ever one of these machines 
‘falls into the hands of the Germans 
{1 suppose it will bes possible to du- 
plicate the apparatus but, that seems 
‘unlikely. The tank is very thorough- 
‘ly qualified to take care of itself. 
, This one lurched and courtesied into 
‘action with the characteristic gait of 
the beast—that undulating _ belly 
‘erawl, which to me always suggests 
‘a vast, wounded reptile. Upon the 
‘lip of a shell hole it halted and re- 
‘mained, and the Germans taking it 
for stuck and helpless, went out to 
‘meet it with rifles and hand gren- 
'ades. When a hand — grenade 
‘bursts against @& tank it makes 
| pretty fire works and upon all ac- 
‘counts it is a pity that those inside 
‘the apparatus cannot see it. Probab- 
ly they never know when it happens. 
Upon this oceasion at any rate they 
merely hung where they were and 
‘fought. His majesty’s ship Landcrab, 
‘or whatever her name was, fought 
for two lively hours, during which 
!the tank showed to the Germans only 
its carcass of steel and the spit sot 
its guns and then when they were 
due, up came the infantry and the

heavy attacks, in which they suffered 
very heavy lusses, the French war of- 
fice reports. 
| North of the Somme the Germans 
gained positions in the northern cer- 
ner and western outskirts of the St. 
Pierre-Vaast wood. On the south of 
the river the Teutons gained a [eot- 
ing in the eastern part of the village 
of Pressvire. Paris classes the gains 
as only limited advantages. The 
German attacks extended north of 
the river from Lesboeuls to the south 
jot Bouchavesnes—a front of five miles 
and south of the Somme from Ab-

artillery bombardment.

A French correspondent’ writes: 
Six thousand men are now constantly 
employed keeping the French army 
motor cars in order. Tho work is done 
on strictly businessiike principles, 
with an account kept of every spare 
part and extra tire. The heads of the 
system are men accustomed to man- 
aging important firms in peace time. 
To simplify matters as far as possible, 
each army specializes {n some par- 
ticular make of car and most of its 
autos are of this make. A reserve 
of cars of all kinds, from swift run- 
abouts to rumbling trucks, is kept 
ready day and night for emergencies. 
One lot of sheds at the repair station 
is reserved for the spare parts re- 
quired by the special make of car 
which forms the greater part of that 
particular fleet, while a second lot 
has parts for all other makes. 


AS SEEN BY PRIVATE 


Wounded Bomb-carrler Describes a 
Great Advance 


A tall, thin private of a North Coun- 
try regiment, wounded in arm and 
thigh and hand, told a typical story 
of the day's fighting on the Somme, 
as he lay in a London hospital: “Aye, 
{t were half-past seven when we 
started, sir. ‘Twas in a kind of a 
bit wood, ye know, sir. The third 
None, lke, we was; B and O Company 
bein’ afore us, ye see we could see 
them movin’ in the open, like, past 
the wood—till the fire caught ’em an’ 
they went down like grass. I was 
beside the Colonel in the front trench. 
I carried bombs, ye see, The Colonel, 
he was to go wi’ the last line, after us. 
But when he sees the second line cut 
down that way an’ our time come, ‘Oh 
damn!’ says he—just like that—an’ 
he ups and over the parapet. ‘Come 
on, me lads,’ he said—like that—an’ 
just that moment he was hit, and kind 
of staggered, an’ afore I could get 
to him, like, he fell backward into 
the trench again. I doubt it killed him. 

“But we had to go. I had me bombs. 
We was singing ‘John Peel’ like mad, 
all but two or three near, who saw 
the Colonel, an’ cheerin’ to raise the 
dead. 

“I got a bullet 1n me arm here 
directly I was on parapet, an’, I fell. 
But I went on as quick as _I could, 
me havin’ the bombs, ye see. But ye’d 
have wondered to hear how loud our 
lads were singin’ an’ cheerin’, like at 
@ football match. Aye, ‘twas a pity 
I-lost me rifle an’ bayonet, an’ me cap 
an’ all, when I fell then. But I’d the 
bombs, ye see. I knew well we’d need 
the bombs. Wonderful thick them bul- 
lets flew, to be sure. You'd hardly 
believe it, not havin’ bin there, like. 
Aye, but ye know that part too. Aye. 
There's nae trees left there now, I’m
